The lobby of the Kelso Depot will be the entrance to the visitors’ center and will serve
numerous park functions. As such, it cannot be fully historically furnished, however, the
retention and addition of a number of key furnishings should contribute considerably
to maintaining a historic atmosphere for both the room and building. Historic furnishings
that will be impractical in the lobby in the 21st century have nonetheless been noted in the
following plan, thus documenting the 1924-42 historic appearance as part of this Historic

Furnishings Report. 
Like the historic Union Pacific views that hung in various locations in the depot, the

park may want to present a view of the Mojave Desert, framed and displayed in a similar
manner, in the lobby perhaps on the north wall so visitors would see it as they go into the
audiovisual area.

Like the adjoining lobby, the Kelso lunch room will serve multiple functions for the new
Mojave visitors’ center. It is thought that at some future date it may host a concession, and
so, planning has moved forward to keep that as an option in the future.

These plans for the Kelso lunch room, then, reflect limited historic furnishings and the
introduction of modern adaptations to meet present and anticipated park needs. While his-
toric images of other Union Pacific Railroad lunch rooms show counters set for customers,
Kelso Club employees from the 1920s-40s have noted that the counter was always kept clear,
other than when in use. 

For purposes of interpretation and complete documentation, this plan recommends that
a setting for one be shown on the counter to suggest the presence of customers and display
the type of place setting they would have used. It could be displayed in an angled case to
protect and secure the objects. As Kelso Depot planning progresses, it may be decided that
such a display might be more effective in another location, either in a free-standing base or
in another exhibit area of the visitors’ center.

The twelve rooms on the south side of the Kelso Depot’s second floor were designed and
originally furnished as sleeping accommodations for Union Pacific Railroad crew. Over 
the years they were used by many Union Pacific employees working in the area but also by
others in need of lodging while in Kelso.

The 1924-42 furnishings of this example of a crew room reflect the volume of use origi-
nally anticipated for the depot with two single beds in these rooms used by workers here 
on a temporary basis. While occasionally these rooms housed more than one person at a
time, more often than not only one man stayed in them; this is reflected in the second,
unmade, bed in the room. With no running water in the room, the bathroom down the hall
was used for all washing, and towels etc. were hung on the hook on the back of the door.
The suitcase, known in the 1920s and 1930s as a valise, indicates the temporary nature of
a resident’s stay in the room.

Kelso Depot had eight male help rooms on the north side of its second floor, providing liv-
ing quarters for Union Pacific Railroad workers living at Kelso but not in need of a house or
a room in a house. Most commonly, these rooms were occupied by single men who worked
in the Kelso Club.

The historic furnishings of this male crew room are based upon furnishings listed in the
original 1924 inventory of the building and also reflect historic furnishings characteristic of
the period and the type of person occupying these rooms. Residing in the Kelso Club on a
semi-permanent basis, those who lived here had sinks and closets in their rooms, a dresser,
just one bed, and a slightly larger table and rug than in the rooms across the hall.
